Allreed Accomplice In the Death of M!n- 


nl« Bennett Beleawd'From Havani. 


.Tall—A Technical Point. 


Bloomlngton Pantgraph: Eddie Cook, 


of Waynesvllle, who was convicted of 
manslaughter a week ago Saturday at 
Havana, f>.-r aiding In the death of Miss 
Minnie Bennett, of Maroa, was released 
under a bond of $5000 on Friday last. 
Mr. A. J. Barr, of this city, and Beach 
& Hudnett, of Llncoln.argued the motion 
for a new trlallast Friday, and also in- 
sisted that the case against their client 
should be dismissed. The alleged crime 
was committed In February, 1895, and 
Cook was Indicted in Mny of the same 
year. He was tried at Lincoln and con- 
victed of murder the following Septem- 
ber. At the Havana trial week bafore 
last the verdict was manslaughter. The 
legislature during tbe session of 1895 
passed a law providing an indeterminate 
sentence for manslaughter Instead nf the 
term being fixed by tbe Jury, and the new 
law plainly provided tnat all other laws 
governing manslaughter were thereby re- 
pealed. This wont into effect July 1. 
1895. If Cook had been convicted of mur 
der at Havana no point of error could 
hove been raised. But on the verdict 
rendered the question arises, under what 
law was he convicted? He was indicted 
under the law repealed in 1895, and if 
convicted under that law tbe verdict will 
not hold as the law has been repealed. 
The point made Is that the repealed mea- 
sure should have rend "except for crimes 
heretofore committed," and that as It did 
not so read Cook should be allowed to go 
free. 
.Tudge Lacey declared at once that 


this was sufficient ground for a new trial, 
and that ho would admit Cook to boil, 
but would permit the judge sitting at 
tbe August turni to decide the other ques- 
tion at Issue. Tbe opinion prevails that 
Cook will never be tried again, and that 
the technical point ral.sed by bis counsel 
will hold good. Cook returned to Way- 
nesvllle Friday night.

I did as many 
parents do, and indulged him, to his 
harm and my own later grief. I could 
not resist that coaxing nodding, anc 
gave him what he wished—tea when ] 
had mine, and cracked hit nut*, to the 
injury of .his teeth, I was told. In short,
